VERSAILLES PACT.

O KR M A NY, having recently boldly 
announced that she "as now pos¬ 
sessed of a military air force In vio¬ 
lation of the Treaty of Versailles, still

He declared that the 
fuilure of other nations to reduce 
imminent as tailed for In the Ver¬ 
sailles treaty had released (Jennany 
from all treaty obligations, and that 
while the reich had only peaceful In¬ 
tentions. it must re-arm to protect 
Its territorial Integrity and maintain 
the respect of the world as a co- 
guarantor of Kumpoan peace. 

The llelchsfuehrcr stated that Her- 
many did all she could to stabilize 
peace as evidenced by three facts: 
®he offered non aggression pacts to all 
her neighbor*; she regulated her nf- 
Jairs with Poland: she showed France 
that after the return of the Saar there 
Wv-,- no territorial questions at issue 
between France and Germany. 

Official London was greatly dis¬ 
turbed by this sudden action of the 
German government which came Just 
ten days before the date set for a 
meeting of sir John Simon, foreign 
secretary, and Lord Privy Seal An 
thony Helen with Hitler in Berlin.

'T'HE primary objective of tbe 
administration of President 
Roosevelt is recovery on a sound 
nnd permanent basis. We propose to 
care for the unemployed nnd the tin 
fortunate; but we should find a system 
not merely of relief, but under which 
relief shall he, In so far ns humanly 
achievable, unnecessary.

Relative Humidity 

Humidity has to ,1,, with the damp¬ 
ness of the air. Absolute humidity 
Is defined ns the actual quantity of 
moisture present In a given quantity 
of air, and It may he expressed ns a 
certain number of grains per cubic 
feet ,,r of grants por cubic meter. The 
relative humidity, expressed In per 
■•out, Is the ratio of the nctttal amount 
of water vapor present In the atmos¬ 
phere to the quantity which could be 
there, at tile given temperature. A 
method of determining the relative 
humidity at any time Is to measure 
the drying power of the air with a t 
wet nnd dry thermometer. The wet 
thermometer lias its bulb covered with 
muslin that Is kept damp. The dif¬ 
ference In the readings of tin- ther¬ 
mometers. referred to a chart, gives 
the relative humidity.
